He 
concludes his letter as follows: “I am afraid 
ihat this decision will greatly injure tue ser- 
vice in thiscountry, since isis quite difficult to 
find any white person competent to perform 
ihe duties in a satisfactory manner.” . 

THE CONDITION OF PANAMA. 

Iu an officsal report to the navy department, 
Adimral Jouett says, in regard to the political 
condition on the isthmus: * 

l am bappy to state that matters seem to be en- 
tirely settied, and the isthmus now has a better 
sud stronger government than it has had for many 
Jeurs, and t mises to be permanent. Waile 
martial law is still maintesined, the civil authori- 
ties have reorganized their government and_have 
eppeiniee officers in all important positions, 

The Colombians, he further says, now haye 
arrisons all along the line of transit,and they 
ave an ample torce to protect it and the for- 

eigners. y have relieved the American 
Sorces of all duties on shore except guarding 
the trains, and they were to assume that duty 
on the 26th ult. The Colombian authorities 
ahead miral concludes, seem very anxious to 
assume ell the duties cf protecting the transits 
and foreigners’ property. 
AN AMERICAN PROTECTORATE WANTED, 

The officers who were on the recent Panama 
expedition, say that the people were anxious 
tbat the United States should make its tempo- 
rery possession of Panama permanent. They 
Baid that under the existing circumstances, it 
would be impossible for the country to remain 
in a peaceful condition for any length of 
time. 

The secretary of the treasury has called on 
athe boerd of managers of the Worid’s indus- 
arial exposition at New Orleans, for an item- 
ized statement of the premiums awarded to 
the exhibitors. Their original statement sim- 
ply gave the total amount awarded for pre- 
wulumDSs. 

NAMES STICKEN OFF. 

The commissioner of pensions has siricken 
off the list of pensioners the names of about 
2,000 residents of the. District of Columbia 
who were found not to be entitled to pensions, 
wither because they had recoverad from their 
disabilities or were not dependent upon the 
government. In some cases the parties 
were dead, and in still more to pensioners 
widows had married again.
